First, however, both houses will 


convene in joint assembly to hear the 
governor's address in which he is ex- 
pected to urge the passage of anfi- 
Klan legislation. 


An investigating committee proba- 


bly will be named by the House today 
to delve into more than a score of 
offenses which Governor Walton is 
alleged to have committed. 


"While this committee 13 working, 


the House is expected to recess from 
day to day, while _the senate .will sit 
as a trial body and if an impeach- 
ment 
indictment is voted, probably 


will recess for three day intervals. 
Governor .Walton 
issued a state- 


ment last night, declaring that the 
threat of impeachment causes him 
no concern. 


"If the Legislature fails to pass th* 
antl-Klan measure. I will fight to the 
last ditch." he declared.

He told detectives 
he was suddenly confronted by a man 
who Jumped from a pausing automo- 
bile and forced to get into the aut o- 
mobUe, which whisked him away to- 
wards the freight yards. Two other 
men Joined the, driver of the car and 
as Friedman started to fight for his 
liberty he was struck on the head by 
a blunt instrument. 


He attempted once more, he said, 


to escape, but another blow on the 
head caused him to faint away. 


At this time a machine driven by a 


passerby approached and the uncon- 
scious boxer was dropped to

street. 


Friedman was training for a bout 


with Plnkey Mitchell, Milwaukee Jun- 
ior welterweight, tonight. The bout 
was called off. 


Friedman recently was acquitted in 


Chicago when tried for the alleged 
murder of a man ne said had insulted 
his sister.

close observers of Virginia politics and 
of friends of Mr. Glass, and the Sena- 
tor himself has said nothing to dis- 
credit this view. 


Senator Glass, though, will be act- 


ing contrary to his own wisl^es in al- 
lowing the Virginia Democratic con- 
vention to instruct for him. 
For 


months past he has been attempting 
to convince his insistent supporters 
that he should not be thrust into the 
convention at all; but there are rea- 
sons which make it practically im- 
possible for hi mto refuse to be the 
candidate of the Virginia delegation. 


In the first place, there are hosts of 


party workers of more or less Impor- 
tance throughout the state who are 
set on expressing their personal and 
political admiration for Senator Glass 
by sending an instructed Virginia del- 
egation to the national convention. A 
Glass 
boom 
of 
rather 
imposing 


strength has been gotten under way 
by them, already, and a number of 
the leading newspapers of the state 
have lent their force to it, with others 
ready^to follow when Mr. Glass gives 
the word 


To decline this honor, in the face 


of the ardent wishes of his supporters, 
without 
offending 
them 
has been 


found extremely difficult by Senator 
Glass. 
Perhaps his announcement 


will contain some expression of regret 
that his wishes are not more accept- 
able to his friends, but it will not be a 
refusal. 


Furthermore, and perhaps more im- 


portant, there are political reasons 
which would lead Mr. Glass to give 
his consent to becoming a "favorite 
son" candidate at the national con- 
vention. 


The Virginia Senator hns no hcsti- 


tancy about exprcHHlng his support of 
the candidacy of William G. McAtloo 
for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, lie does not believe that any 
man from the South has more than 
the most remote chance of being 
elected president next year, or for 
many years to come—for which rea- 
son he does not take his own cand- 
idacy seriously, save a<< nn expression 
of regard for a "favorite son." 


In case ho should refuse to allow 


the Virginia Democratic convention to 
instruct for him. however, there is 
strong probability that a stiff tight 
would develop in the State convention 
to get the delegation pledged to one 
of the two most active candidates for 
the nomination, Senator Oscar Under- 
wood, of Alabama, or McAdoo. AVith 
Senator Glabs a willing candidate, 
there would be no real opposition, to 
instructing the delegation for h'im, 
and this fight would be averted. 


On the other hand, a strictly In- 


structed delegation might be embar- 
rassing- to Mr. Glass at the national 
convention. 
When a delegation is 


bound to a candidate who is taking a 
minor pait in the ballotting, there is 
frequently a disposition to criticise 
him or charge that he Is holding the 
delegation in the interests of some 
other candidate, unless he consents to 
release the delegation from their in- 
structions. This was the case in 1920. 
when the Virginia delegation was in- 
structed for Senator Glass, and ^\as 
not released until nedr the end of the 
ballotting. 


To prevent a repetition of this sit- 


uation, it has bnen suggested that tho 
convention might ( so frame the in- 
structions of the* Virgina delegates 
that they would be able, by a r.iajor- 
itj or two-thirds vote, withdraw tr-eir 
support of their candidate anl th-js 
be left free to cast their ballots :is 
they thought vise. 
In this way the 


Senator would be relieved of embar- 
rasement; and nay action agreed upon 
by the delegates appointed by the 
state convention would in all proba- 
bility be agreeable to the state leaders

ORTHODOX JEWS 
OUTLINE POLICIES 
IN VIENNA CONOR'S 


"VTENXA, Oct. 10—The World Con- 
gress of Orthodox Jews, convened in 
this city to deal with everyday Jew- 
ish problems in their purely reli- 
gious aspect, adopted six resolutions 
at its closing session which, taken to- 
gether, set forth the immediate tasks 
of the organization 'These are: 
To regain, through organized effort, 
spiritual cpntact with dispersed and 
estranged Jewry, in particular 
the 
Jews of the west and the east; 
The promotion on an extensive scale 


of the study of the Thora and Jewish 
education, especially in the countries 
where opportunities along these lines 
are most lacking; 
The amelioration of the economic 
situation of the Jewish masses in im- 
pro\erished countries, and Palestine, 
/ The organization and promotion of 
the means of prompt succor in cases 
of emergency: 
The promotion of the Jewish spirit 
in the dailv prees and in literature; 
To obtain the recognition, as au_ 
thoritative spokesman for. the entire 
body, of Jews who consciously seek 
inspiration from the Thora and who 
live according to its precepts. 
The congress, described also 
at 
the "Kenessio Gedauloh of the Agudas 
Jisroel." was attended by 450 dele- 
gates from 22 states. Most of them 
came from central and eastern Europe 
They sat through three sessions a 
day for eight days, and listened with 
religious fervor to the orations and 
exhortations of men highly este_emed 
as leaders and students. 
The Agudas Jisroel was founded 
11 jears ago. It was a practical ex- 
pression of the conviction that the 
mechanical achievements of this gen- 
eration, such as fast travel, the op-

The Germans are credited in French 
circles with being ready to negotiate 
only in order to have a hand in the 
Ruhr regime now that the resist- 
ance has ended, and Premier Poln- 
care told the German envoy that, In- 
asmuch as negotiations were in prog- 
ress between the Allies and groups 
of Industrialists and labor leaders In 
the Ruhr, he did not consider It ad- 
visable ^0 undertake further conver- 
sations with Berlin, on the same sub- 
ject 
When Germany was ready to 
make a proposition covering the en- 
tire reparations question Jie would 
be glad to consider It. 
The communications made at Brus- 
sels Monday and In Pans today on 
behalf of the Reich are regarded as 
making no progress whatever toward 
a final solution of the problem 
A 
real gain, however, it is held, has 
been made toward material results 
from

occupation In the 
agreement* reached directly with the 
Ruhr industrial leaders, and the allies 
will center their attention upon such 
agreements until they, receive some- 
thing more promising from Berlin. 
What the allies are expecting from 
Germany, it Is pointed out. is a pro- 
posal for suoh arrangem 'nt=i as will 
furnish the guarantee they require 
before formally consenting to n. mora- 
torium. This was the real question 
up for consideration at the t-ino :hat 
Great Britain and France broke of 
their reparations policies and .t la

The Giants, though victorious, came 


out of the initial fray with but a 
slight margin in their favor. In the 
rejuvenated Yankees, led lay the dy- 
namic personality of Babe Ruth, they 
faced sti'ffer and more resourceful op- 
position than at any time in the" three 
seasons of strife between these rivals 
for title honors. The closeness of the 
struggle today fulfilled 
the predic- 


tions of those who anticipated a bit- 
terlv waged contest, a duel that may 
go the limit of 7 games before either 
team is returned victorious. 


But in the end today, it was the 


story of previous defeats the Giants 
have administered to the Yankees 
the triumph of a machine guided by 
the "master mind"-of John Joseph 
McGraw over brilliant individual re- 
sistance.

Accused of Spying 


Denies His Guilt

STOCKHOLM, 
Oct. 
11.—Folke 


Cronholm, Swedish charge d'affaire in 
Mexico City in 1917, who is credited 
with having acted in the interests of 
Germany in the passage of important 
notes in the early part of the wac, has 
given out a 'statement in 
whiiih he 


denies his guilt. He declares Ire d.id1 
not play the spy for Germany durfng 
the war, but 'that in delivering cable- 
grams in code to the German legation 
in Mexico he was acting upon the in- 
structions of his superior, K. A. Wel- 
lenberg, then "Swedish minister of for- 
eign-affairs. 
•, 


Mr. Cronholm's statement says In 
part: 


"Upon my return home I learned of 


the false rumor that-I,-, as' Swedish 
charge d'an*airS'in~M"e5cicb; -was guilty 
of-acting as a"-spy for Germany'dur- 
ing the war, and that as a result I, was 
recalled from fcy post. 


"Referring1 to this latter allegation, 


which is ridiculous and false, I have 
already declared publicly that my 
alleged relations with the 
German 


government had-'nothing to-do with 
m y recall., " ' 
~ 
'-'•"- 
• • 


"As to the charge that in Mexico I 
acted as a German spy, I declare that 
the only cause for these *umors and 
accusations is to be found in that I, 
as later did also my successor, in 
obedience.to orders from my superior, 
K. A. Wallenberg, then Swedish min- 
ister for foreign affairs, delivered a 
number of cablegrams received from 
him and written in a secret code of 
which 'I had no knowledge. 
Respon- 
sibility in this case, which led to stich 
disastrous consequences for Sweden, 
rests upon Mr. "Wallenberg and not 
upon me, his agent. 


"My purpose today, on my return 


home, is to free myself of these sus- 
picions. 
I stand accused of 
having 


acted as a German spy during the war 
Awhile chief of the Swedish legation in 
Mexico City,..and during my confine- 
ment in Mexico I had no chance to 
rehabilitate myself. 


"Such were my relations to the Ger- 


man legation in Mexico during the 
war. 
My notes in the archives of the 


Swedish' legation in Mexico City rec- 
ord the receipt of these cablegrams 
from Mr. Wallenberg. 


,"My 'j.rejca.11 ._as _,Swedjah,, charge, 
d'affaires at Siexico City was not the 
result of complaints made 
by 
the 


Swedish residents of Mexico. 
Such 


complaints;- even if justified, do not 
entail the suddent recall of a chief of 
legation without his knowledge. Tjie 
Swedes in Mexico 'mademo complaints 
of me. because there were none to be 
made. The foreign minister has told 
me no complaints were made. 


- "Xor did,,my recall result from any 
kind of pressure on the part of the' 
American government owing to any 
relations with the German 
govern- 


ment. I never have had relations 
wi^h any government other than the 
Swedish government.' Nor did I trans- 
mit to' President Carranza any notes 
other than those I handed him in the 
the name of my own" government, 
officially or by special order. 


"My recall from Mexico was an act 


of revenge on the part of then for- 
eign minister, Mr. 
Wallenberg, be- 
cause a report made by me and other 
diplomats several years ago resulted 
n his brother. G. O. Wallenber, then 
Swedish minister to Japan, being pub- 
licly reprimanded by his government.'

U. S. CAN SEND 


DOWN ANY SHIP

WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 10.— 
The 


Army Air Service docs not contend 
that battleships or any other com- 
ponent of the naval establishment Is 
obsolete, but it does contend that.un- 
der proper conditions the air service 
can put out o£ commission or sink 
any naval craft that floats. This is 
the statement of Major General Ma- 
son M. Patrick, chief of the Army 
Air Service in a general review of 
recent bombing, tests oil Cape Hat- 
teras when the old battleships Vir- 
ginia and New Jersey were gunk-fey 
2,000 pound bombs dropped by army 
air 
men. ' 
- - 
"Only a few days before the actu- 


al tests the War Department direct- 
ed that the first bombing should be 
done at a height of not less than 10,- 
000 feet." the , statement continues. 
"We did it; but there is no other 
service organization in the world that 
could have done the same .thing. 


"The first attack was made at a 


height of over 10,000 feet. It takes 
time to get up to this elevation. The 
planes with their loaded bombs, left 
Langley Field early in the -morning, 
each carrying four-GOO pound bombs. 
They flew about 170' miles, passed 
through three rain storms, came out 
over 
New Jersey, 
released 
their 


projectiles, and of the twenty -which 
were launched not less than four 
from this great . height made direct 
hits upon the vessels deck. That was 
exceedingly good practice. 


"The next attack was made upon 


the same vessel, using 2,000 pound 
bombs. Here we had trouble. These 
bombs stuck in the bomb racks'which 
held them in place under the planes, 
causing 
a slight delay, 
which 
of 


course, militated against the accuracy 
of bombing. These bombs all fell in 
about the "same place, but all just a 
litle too- far away from the vessel 
to do great damage. 


"The 
two attacks upon the 
New 


Jersey were followed by an attack 
with 1,100 pound bombs upon the 
Virginia. One of these struck square- 
ly on her deck and the picture shows 
clearly the" destruction wrought. Her 
three funnels and her two masts were 
swept away and much other dam- 
age was done. It is scarcely concei- 
vable that'any personnel on the deck 
would have been left alive. AJmost 
immediately after this hit a bomb 
fell -close alongside and inflicted a 
fatal blow. ' Just 
six minutes and 


thirty-five seconds after that parti- 
cular bomb left the aerop'lane 
the 


Virginia 
disappeared 
beneath 
the 


waves. 


"It Is earnestly hoped that the work 


we can do will be thoroughly under- 
stood, that Congress will provide an 
adequate number' of men and suffici- 
ent material to enable us to develop 
further and to accomplish more. "We 
must have an air service highly train- 
ed and absolutely" efficient.

it we are inviting a national disast- 
er. 


"The air service does not for a mo- 


ment assume to say that battleships 
or any other component of the naval 
establishment is obsolete. "We rnerely
